A FAIR is many things in to- 
tal — boys, girls, parents, live- 
stock, -entertainment, exhibits, 
food and drink, pets, flowers, 
cars, tractors; and at Porterville 
the fair is something more than 
these physical things— it is work, 
pleasure, worry, enjoyment — it 
is,a sort of a spirit within the 
community; _ 

IT IS the latter point that 
makes the Porterville fair differ- 
ent than other fairs in California, 
for the Porterville fair is some- 
thing that people of the commun- 
ity want; they don’t want the fair 
given to them by- professionals 
using money from some place 
called. the state; but they want 
the fair badly enough to spend 
time and work to produce it on 
their own. That’s why several 
hundred persons are involved in 
major and minor roles in connec- 
tion with the fair; that’s why the 
fair represents a spirit within the 
community. 

_AS FOR the 1962. fair, an im- 
partial appraisal shows both im- 
provement and a bit of backslid- 
ing. Certainly the fat stock was 
as good or better than ever — a 
real tribute to the 4-H. club boys 
and girls, the Future Farmers, 
the parents and the club leaders. 
They just don’t bring better cat- 
tle, hogs and sheep into any jun- 
ior show ring in the West than 
those seen at Porterville. 

COMMERCIAL EXHIBITS were 
somewhat disappointing this year. 
For some reason they seemed to 
lack the punch and color, in gen- 
eral, that they have had in other 
years. And the fair board slipped 
when it allowed completely va- 
cant spaces to remain throughout 
the fair in the exhibit building. 
Outdoor exhibits were off some- 
what in numbers, 

.. BUT THERE were also really 
fine exhibits. And while the fair 
has many' “‘‘old faithfuls’’ who do 
a good job in booth displays year 
after year, we believe that a spe- 
cial word should go to Dick and 
Irma’s Ceramics exhibit. Dick and 
Irma Fletcher consistently do an 
excellent job, and this year their 
booth was again most beautiful. 
Incidentally, they started putting 
their display. together at least 
three weeks before the fair open- 
ed... Just as a word to the wise, 
may we suggest that businesses 
make their contacts right now for 
next year’s fair; many suppliers 
of nationally - advertised items 
have tremendous. fair displays if 
they are “booked” in time. 

AS FOR the grandstand show---- 
it seemed to play well — top pro- 
fessional acts, and some real live- 
ly antics by Sparky Noble and 
Darrel Schieler in their exhibition 
of tractor driving. Perhaps the 
show was a few minutes too long 
— but we can’t ieltp but believe 
it was well worth the $1.50 that 
adults paid to get through the 
rate. 

THE GYMKHANA for teenag- 
ers, and pre-teenagers, is becom- 
ing a real hard-riding event, and 
competition gets tougher as the 
youngsters and their horses get 
better. This is an event that is 
worth seeing. 

AND THE Cutting Horse show, 
coming into the fair for the first 
time this year, has real potential. 
Planning was started a little late 
this year, but there was surpris- 
ing interest in this event. It 
should. become a top feature of 
the fair. 

ONCE AGAIN the Quarter Horse 
show. brought in some of the 
West’s top horses. This show is. 
now well established in Porter- 
ville. and offers a fine attraction 
for those persons interested in 
this activity.
